THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Kingston  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March,  next, 
at  10  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  and  School  District 
Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $462.34  and  the  State  will  contribute 
$3,082.24  for  Class  V  Highways,  under  the  Provisions  of 
the  T.  R.  A.  so-called. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $13,200  plus  interest 
for  the  purchase  of  a  dump  truck  and  plow  and  wing.  The 
above  sum  and  interest  to  be  covered  by  a  note  extending 
over  a  period  of  five  years  payable  one-fifth  annually. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000.00)  for  the  further  repair  and  surfacing  of  Mer- 
rill Avenue  formally  West  Shore  Park  Road  at  Country 
Pond. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reconstruct  the 
drainage  culvert  leading  from  Roland  W.  Cheney  &  Son 
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mill  under  Great  Pond  Park  Road  (formerly  Webster 
Mills  Road)  to  provide  proper  drainage  and  to  appropri- 
ate a  sufficient  sum  there  for. 

I.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the 
tarvia  surface  on  the  road  known  as  the  Cheney  Mill 
Road  from  its  junction  with  Long  Pond  Road  so  called 
to  where  it  joins  route  111  at  the  house  formerly  the 
home  of  Seth  Nason.  Said  surface  to  be  applied  in  the 
year  1958. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  assist  the  Town  of 
Newton  to  build  a  new  bridge  at  Country  Pond  and  raise 
and  appropriate  $1000  for  this  purpose.  This  article  re- 
quested by  the  Selectmen  of  Newton. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  Tax  Col- 
lector an  annual  salary  of  $1200.00  for  the  collection  of 
all  Real  Estate,  Poll  and  Yield  taxes. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  following  resolution : 

That  the  right  of  way  at  White  Sands  so  called,  be  de- 
clared a  restricted  area,  to  be  reserved  for  the  use  of 
Kingston  residents  and  non-resident  property  owners. 

II.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  over  the  owner- 
ship and  control  of  the  West  Kingston  Cemetery. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  Elkins 
Trust  Fund  from  the  Town  general  fund,  in  the  amount 
of  $1260.00,  to  the  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds.  Transfer  to 
take  place  at  such  time  as  the  money  becomes  available. 

13.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  sums  of  money  not  ex- 
ceeding $25,000  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes 
for  the  current  year  and  to  issue  in  the  name  and  on  the 
credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid  notes 
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to  be  paid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes  collected 
during  the  year. 

14.  Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  relating  to 
playing  games  of  Beano  be  adopted  in  this  town?  (This 
article  to  be  voted  on  by  ballot.) 

15.  To  vote  to  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  Auditor's 
Report  and  the  Town  Report  as  printed. 

16.  (1)  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan 
for  extending  to  employees  of  the  town  the  benefits  of 
title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age  and 
Survivor's  Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter  101  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Amended  by  Chapter 
301  and  302  of  the  Laws  of  1955  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $150.00  to  defray  the  town's  share 
of  the  cost  thereof." 

(2)  "To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the 
plan  services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  position  filled  by 
popular  elections." 

(3)  "To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the 
plan  services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  the  com- 
pensation for  which  is  on  a  fee  basis." 

(4)  "If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  is  adopted, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  execute 
on  behalf  of  the  town  the  necessary  agreement  with  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan 
and  to  see  if  the  town  will  designate  the  "Treasurer"  as 
the  officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
plan." 

17.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  12,  1957 


Article  1.  Polls  were  declared  open  at  10  o'clock  with 
the  reading  of  the  Warrant  by  the  Moderator,  Pro  Tem- 
Dorothy  Sanborn. 

Proceeded  to  vote  by  Australian  ballot  until  seven 
o'clock  when  the  Moderator  declared  the  polls  closed. 

Article  2.  At  eight  o'clock  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Moderator,  Leonard  Sanborn.  Voted  that 
the  sum  of  $130,129.17  be  raised  and  appropriated  for 
Town  charges. 

Article  3.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $377.79  and  the  State  will  contribute  $2,- 
518.58  for  class  V  highways,  under  the  Provisions  of  the 
T.R.A.  so  called. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $500.00  to  be  raised  for  the  permanent 
construction  of  Cooper's  Grove  Road  so  called. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00  to  be  used  for  the 
permanent  construction  of  West  Shore  Park  Road  also 
known  as  Merrill  Avenue  West  Shore  Park  S.  K. 

Article  6.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $1,500.00  for  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  a  hydraulic  wing  and  plow  for  the  Town 
Truck. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $225.00  to  be  used  in  opening  and  making 
passable  certain  Fire  Roads  as  determined  by  the  Se- 
lectmen and  Fire  Wards,  (by  ballot)  Yes  414,  No  75. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  Town  deed  Tax  Sale  proper- 
ty to  the  Lion's  Club  of  Kingston,  (Wentworth,  Horace 
&  Evelyn  Wright  &  Evelyn  Baker  Wright). 
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Article  9.  Voted  that  the  strip  of  land  adjoining  the 
Plains  Cemetery  and  donated  by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Bake  be 
accepted  with  thanks. 

Article  10.  Voted  that  the  Town  approve  the  installa- 
tion of  a  street  light  on  18th  Street  or  a  street  decided 
upon  by  the  Town  Planning  board  if  considered  to  be 
more  appropriate  than  18th  Street. 

Article  11.  Ballot— No  257,  Yes  226  (To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  rescind  Article  22.  (1956) 

Article  12.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  sums  of  money  not  exceeding 
$20,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for 
the  current  year  and  to  issue  in  the  name  and  on  the 
credit  of  the  Town  negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid  notes 
to  be  paid  during  the  current  year  from  taxes  collected 
during  the  year. 

Article  13.  Vote  on  Beano  by  ballot.  Yes  337,  No  160. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  accept  the  Auditor's  Report  and 
Town  Report  with  corrections. 

Article  15.  Voted  that  it  is  the  sentiment  of  the  voters 
assembled  that  all  Town  Warrant  Articles  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Article  1  (To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Of- 
ficers) be  acted  upon  the  day  following  the  second  Tues- 
day in  March  in  any  year  at  8  o'clock  P.M.  Voted  to 
adjourn  at  10:10  P.M.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  a  geneeral  discus- 
sion of  the  duties  and  plans  for  the  year,  and  a  review 
of  other  years  work  constituted  the  business  of  the 
evening.  It  was  decided  not  to  hold  election  at  this  first 
meeting  because  we  felt  we  should  wait  until  a  mem- 
ber to  take  the  place  of  Merle  Simes  had  been  appointed. 
Merle  Simes  could  not  serve  due  to  his  election  at  the 
polls. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  board  we  welcomed  Rich- 
ard A.  E.  Sears  to  replace  Merle  Simes,  and  the  election 
of  officers  elected  Robert  H.  Andersen  chairman  and 
Richard  A.  E.  Sears  as  secretary  and  treasurer. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Wight  was  appointed  to  serve  again 
as  chairman  of  the  School  Planning  committee,  and 
Mr.  Russell  B.  Semple  was  appointed  to  serve  as  chair- 
man of  the  Town  Map  Committee,  after  deciding  to 
continue  a  subcommittee  form  of  planning. 

The  planning  board  made  a  study  of  Aerial  Photo- 
graphs as  a  means  of  plotting  the  town  for  future 
planning  and  it  was  voted  to  purchase  a  complete  set 
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of  these  maps  which  cost  nineteen  dollars.  The  scale 
is  600'  to  the  inch.  It  is  felt  that  these  maps  will  be 
extremely  useful  for  the  planning  board,  town  officials 
and  the  citizens  of  Kingston, 

It  was  decided  by  the  board  that  each  year  the  town 
should  continue  the  opening  of  five  roads  until  they 
could  be  maintained  at  a  minimum  cost  to  the  town. 

It  Was  voted  to  have  name  identification  signs  on  the 
following  town  roads :  Newton  Junction  road,  Wilders 
Grove,  Hunt,  Ball,  Great  Pond,  New  Boston,  Powwow 
River,  Cottage,  North  Danville,  Marshall,  Willow, 
Exeter,  Shore,  and  Brentwood  road.  The  following  roads 
require  two  signs:  Mill,  West  Shore  Park,  Kelly,  Wad- 
leigh,  Scotland,  Bartlett,  Chase,  Depot  and  Little  River 
roads. 

A  great  deal  of  discussion  in  regards  to  trailer  parks 
in  Kingston  and  their  effect  upon  the  town  should  they 
exist  in  the  future  took  place.  It  is  recommended  by 
the  planning  board  that  the  town  of  Kingston  require 
of  interested  parties  to  comply  with  the  regulations 
of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Health  officer  under  section  I 
Chapter  165,  Revised  Laws  of  N.  H.  1942. 

The  Planning  board  met  with  the  School  Committee 
and  made  comparisons  in  regards  to  last  years  pro- 
posal of  a  cooperative  junior  high  and  the  present 
plans  of  an  addition  to  the  Bakie  school.  It  was  voted 
to  support  the  recommendation  of  an  addition  to  the 
Bakie  school  in  its  entirety.  Many  savings  to  the  tax- 
payer could  be  mentioned  but  we  feel  the  School  Board 
is  in  a  position  to  bring  these  out  in  their  report. 

Other  subjects  discussed  were  laid  over  for  future 
work  as  soon  as  the  board  can  give  them  the  time 
required. 
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The  Kingston  Planning  board  wishes  to  express 
sincere  appreciation  for  assistance  given  the  board  by 
members  of  the  town.

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise

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REPORT  OF  THE  KINGSTON 
SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

March  9,  1957 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict of  the  Town  of  Kingston,  qualified  to  vote  in 
district  affairs  held  in  said  Kingston  at  the  Town  Hall 
on  March  9,  1957,  starting  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
the  following  business  was  transacted: 

1.  Leonard  F.  Sanborn  was  elected  as  Moderator 
for  the  coming  year. 

2.  Bettie  C.  Ouellette  was  elected  as  Clerk  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

3.  G.  Austin  Kemp  was  elected  as  a  Member  of  the 
School  Board  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

4.  Edmond  Ingalls  was  elected  Treasurer  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

5.  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  salaries 
of  the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  any  other 
officers  or  agents  of  the  district  be  fixed  the  same  as 
last  year. 

6.  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  the  report 
of  the  Auditors  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Town 
Report. 

At  this  time,  a  report  was  given  by  Warren  Bakie 
for  the  committee  which  was  appointed  last  year  to 
continue  the  investigation  of  the  need  of  an  addition 
to  the  present  school  or  a  new  building  including 
architectural  design.  The  other  members  were  Dena 
Snow,  Lawrence  Cheney,  Nathan  Battles,  and  Eugene 
Haight.  They  had  two  interests  this  matter.  One  was 
for  the  pupils;  the  other  for  the  taxpayers.  He  said 
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everyone  seems  to  be  well-satisfied  with  the  eighth 
grade  attending  Sanborn  Seminary,  and  they  had  heard 
very  few  criticisms.  Mr.  Bakie  wanted  to  commend 
the  teachers,  Mr.  McCormack,  and  the  trustees  for  the 
excellent  help  which  they  have  given  to  relieve  the 
school  situation.  With  the  expansion  program  which 
has  been  announced  by  Sanborn  Seminary  trustees, 
the  committee  believed  that  it  will  be  taken  care  of 
satisfactorily. 

In  view  of  the  tax  rate  already  being  established  at 
about  170.00,  it  was  their  feeling  that  there  should  be 
some  curtailments.  They  recommended  continuing  with 
this  same  plan.  Mr.  Bakie  also  pointed  out  that  a  pre- 
school child  census  which  was  made  last  year,  showed 
that  the  present  Bakie  School  facilities  were  adequate 
for  the  next  six  years. 

7.  Irving  Johnson  and  Harry  Snow  were  elected 
as  Auditors. 

8.  It  was  moved  and  voted  that  the  district  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $84,826.38  for  the  support 
of  schools  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officers, 
and  agents  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations 
of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together 
with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue 
and  the  appropriation  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by 
the  Town. 

9.  Article  to  see  if  the  Kingston  School  District 
would  vote  to  petition  the  State  Board  of  Education 
to  become  a  part  of  a  cooperative  school  district  for 
the  education  of  the  secondary  school  children  (grades 
seven  through  twelve)  with  other  districts  in  the  area 
including  the  districts  of  Newton,  Plaistow,  Danville, 
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Brentwood,  or  any  two  of  the  districts  in  addition  to 
the  school  district  of  Kingston,  was  not  passed  by  a 
secret  vote  of  121  "no",  51  "yes". 

An  auxiliary  motion  was  made  and  passed  that  we 
vote  on  this  article  by  secret  ballot. 

An  amendment  to  this  article  was  not  passed.  It 
provided  for  using  the  following  words  —  (instead  of 
the  original  motion  starting  with  "any  two  of  the  dis- 
tricts in  addition  to  the  School  District  of  Kingston") 
to  read  "or  Plaistow  and  any  other  one  district,  or  in 
the  event  of  Plaistow's  failure  to  vote  in  the  affirmative, 
it  must  be  Newton,  Hampstead,  and  one  of  any  other 
district  in  addition  to  School  District  of  Kingston." 

The  vote  on  the  amendment  was  by  show  of  hands : 
"yes"  51,  "no"  53. 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  ("yes"  68,  "no"  54) 
to  vote  by  the  checklist. 

10.  Article  was  voided. 

11.  A  resolution  was  made  and  passed  that  the 
School  Board  be  instructed  to  consult  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  consider  the  possibility  of  combining  the 
election  of  School  District  and  Town  Officers,  and  to 
take  what  action  seems  advisable  to  them. 

The  Moderator  mentioned  that  the  Clerk's  report 
would  be  printed  in  the  Town  Report  next  year.  The 
minutes  of  last  year's  meeting  were  approved  without 
reading. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  10:15  p.m.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report  to 
you: 

It  may  be  true  that  Russia  leads  the  United  States  in 
the  production  of  engineers  and  scientists.  But  that  is 
only  one  side  of  the  story.  The  other  side  raises  many 
questions  as  to  just  how  far  education  is  extending 
among  Russian  youth,  and  how  good  that  education  is. 

Does  the  average  Russian  child  receive  as  much  educa- 
tion as  the  American  boy  or  girl?  Is  Russian  education 
below,  equal  to,  or  superior  to  that  of  the  American 
system  ? 

A  little  intensive  reading  in  this  field  of  recent  educa- 
tional literature  reveals  that  about  one-third  of  the 
youth  of  Russia  reach  what  compares  with  the  upper 
three  grades  of  an  American  high  school.  By  contrast, 
in  America,  75  per  cent  of  the  young  people  reach  these 
grades.  As  for  higher  education,  less  than  seven  Russians 
of  every  1,000  are  receiving  university  training  at  col- 
lege level. 

Facts  indicate  that  two-thirds  of  the  Russian  children 
are  denied  educational  opportunities  beyond  the  seventh 
grade.  The  reason  for  this  denial  is  acute  shortage  of 
classrooms !  Despite  the  publicity  of  an  expanded  build- 
ing program,  half  of  the  195,000  local  schools  in  Russia 
are  inadequate  because  of  space  shortage. 

The  same  overcrowding  is  extended  to  the  university 
level;  enrollment  has  risen  110  per  cent  since  1940,  but 
available  space  has  expanded  at  this  level  only  37  per 
cent. 
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Under  such  conditions,  tens  of  thousands  of  Russian 
children  —  the  majority  —  are  removed  from  local 
schools  at  about  14  years  of  age  and  sent  to  work.  Do  we 
want  this  in  our  schools?  I  don't  think  so! 

This  unfortunate  group  constitutes  a  pool  of  cheap, 
mobile  labor  under  the  guise  of  educational  procedure  — 
procedure  that  terminates  in  coal  mines  and  factories. 

Russia  is  trying  to  impress  the  world  through  such 
scientific  feats  as  Sputnik  I  and  11.  True,  Russia  has  in- 
creased its  number  of  scientists,  but  at  the  expense  of  the 
majority  of  its  citizens. 

Russia  is  being  critized  by  Russians  for  the  over  load- 
ing of  engineering  students,  leaving  the  students  little 
or  no  time  for  independent  study. 

Alexander  G.  Koral,  a  Russian-affairs  specialist  at  the 
Center  for  International  Studies  at  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  stated  recently  that  while  Rus- 
sia is  expanding  its  whole  educational  program,  chiefly 
to  meet  Communist  military  objectives,  there  is  no  im- 
mediate threat  that  Soviet  education  is  about  to  match 
or  surpass  that  of  the  United  States. 

I  believe  that  much  damage  has  been  done  to  our 
educational  system  during  the  past  twenty  years  by  the 
disciples  of  PROGRESSIVE  education.  We  are  now  ready 
for  the  pendulum  to  swing  back  to  the  essential  methods 
and  policies  for  our  public  schools : 

1.  Reading  to  be  taught  in  early  grades,  with  emphasis 
upon  phonetics. 

2.  Cursive  writing  to  be  taught,  starting  in  the  third 
grade,  with  emphasis  on  drill. 

3.  Spelling  to  be  taught  as  a  subject,  in  conjunction 
with  reading,  with  emphasis  upon  phonetics. 
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4.  Basic  arithmetic  to  be  taught  in  the  first  seven 
grades. 

5.  History,  civics  and  geography  to  be  taught  as  sep- 
arate subjects. 

6.  The  essentials  of  grammar  and  the  structure  of 
English  to  be  taught  in  the  early  grades. 

7.  Greater  use  of  written  essay-type  examinations 
should  be  made  available. 

8.  A  reasonable  amount  of  homework  should  be  re- 
quired, and  parents  should  be  encouraged  to  super- 
vise home  study. 

9.  Promotion  should  be  determined  primarily  by  pro- 
ficiency. 

Your  school  board  deserves  much  credit  in  giving  so 
much  time  and  thought  in  the  preparation  of  the  budget. 
They  have  made  an  honest  attempt  to  see  that  the  budget 
is  well  proportioned  for  the  educational  needs  of  your 
children. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  by  thanks  to  the  pupils, 
school  board,  P.T.A.,  citizens  and  teachers  for  whose 
understanding,  patience  and  kindness  have  made  the 
school  year  one  of  success.

When  a  notice  goes  home  to 
a  parent  requesting  examination  by  an  eye  specialist,  it 
is  sent  with  confidence  that  the  school  test  has  been 
done  under  the  most  accurate  conditions  possible.  Of 
course,  when  defects  are  found  in  school,  it  does  not  nec- 
essarily mean  that  the  child  needs  glasses  —  this  must 
be  the  doctor's  decision. 

A  dental  clinic  was  again  sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.  It 
is  a  real  satisfaction  to  me  and  to  the  parents  of  the 
children  who  benefit,  to  get  these  children  started  on  the 
road  to  dental  health.  A  dental  health  program  by  the 
■state  hygienist  would  provide  a  much  needed  incentive  to 
all  the  children  to  take  care  of  their  teeth.  This  program 
can  be  had  on  request  of  the  School  Board. 

Registration  day  was  held  in  the  spring  for  children 
entering  school  in  the  fall.  About  80%  of  the  incoming 
class  attended. 

Thanks  are  due  Mr.  Larson  for  his  fine  care  of  the 
building,  and  to  the  women  who  provide  the  elegant  hot 
lunches. 

First  graders  will  not  be  admitted  to  school  in  the  fall 
without  vaccination  unless  they  have  a  written  excuse 
from  the  family  doctor.
